Barricada is a non-partisan, non-hierarchical 
collective within the radical leftist spectrum with the 
principle aim of producing and distributing revolu- 
tionary propaganda and news. 

We work to build class-consciousness 
through the distribution of radical left wing culture 
and ideas as an alternative to the state and the capital- 
ist system. To this end we distribute pamphlets, fly- 
ers, newsletters, and other forms of propaganda, as 
well as participating in initiatives which are in line 
with our general ideas and beliefs. 

The Barricada collective opposes electoral 
politics, the party system, and representative democ- 
racy, because we see them as cheapening true democ- 
racy and serving to take power and initiative away 
from the hands of people. We are also opposed to 
reformist alternatives aimed at making superficial 


changes to what we view as an inherently flawed sys- 
tem.

ficial divisions of the working class. However, we 
are also anti-imperialists and as such support op- 
pressed peoples in their struggles of national libera- 
tion providing that they maintain a revolutionary left- 
ist character. At the same time we bear in mind that 
this is not our ideal situation, as our wish is not to see 
the emergence of more states and borders but instead 
a stateless, classless society based on the principals of 
mutual aid, direct democracy, freely federated com- 
munity structures, and workers self-management. 

To this end we justify and encourage the pur- 
suit of the class war, including but not limited to, di- 
rect action, workplace sabotage, property damage, 
mass confrontation, and civil disobedience. We be- 
lieve that the issue of revolutionary violence should 
be viewed from a tactical standpoint rather than an 
ideological one. This said, we believe that the crea- 
tion of a “culture of resistance,” where the state and 
all other enemies of the working class are at no time 
safe, is an essential aspect of any social movement, 
serving to empower people as well as creating an at- 
mosphere ideal for class warfare.

Four people were arrested 
at a march demanding freedom for 
American Indian political prisoner 
Leonard Peltier in New York on 
Saturday, December 9. 












The four, who were part of 
the large black bloc presence at the 
demonstration of over 2,000 people 
marching to demand freedom for 
Leonard Peltier, were arrested after 
police officers targeted one person 
in the black bloc who was holding a 
bull-horn. When police moved in 
to arrest him, several other mem- 
bers of the black bloc jumped in to 
un-arrest him and where themselves 
arrested. According to witnesses at 
the scene, the man was not even us- 
ing the bullhorn, as the march was 
intended to be silent. 









































In addition, many of the 
activists who are the first to pounce 
on anarchists who choose to wea 
black or cover their faces, also see 
to be the first ones to forget that an- 
archists, of all stripes, have beer 
involved in the Peltier movement 
for many years now, taking part іп 
coalitions, organizing marches, in 
forming about Leonard Peltier’ 
situation in the anarchist press, o 
just showing solidarity by attending 
demonstrations. 





































Several black bloc mem- 
bers also stated that during the 
march they were asked by the 
“peacekeepers” to de-mask and 
subject to heavy-handed treatment 
on behalf of these same 
“peacekeepers,” such as shoving 
and the breaking of flag-poles. 


















After the march a group of 
approximately 70 people, mainly 
black bloc and DAN (Direct Action 
Network) headed to the police sta- 
tion to demand freedom for the ar- 
rested comrades, who are being 
charged with disorderly conduct, 
resisting arrest and obstructing gov- 
ernmental administration. Their 
identities have been made public, 
however we are choosing to not 
print them here as we feel nobody 
really needs to know. 


Finally, there was also a 
demonstration for Leonard Peltie 
in Minneapolis, during which ove 
1,000 people braved a wind chill 
factor of -29 to show their solidarity 
with Leonard Peltier and his family. 






It is through actions such as 
these that not only is division and 
mistrust created within the move- 
ment, but the focus of events is car- 
ried away from what it should be, 
which in this case is the demand for 
Freedom For Leonard Peltier, and 
towards the endless discussion 
about anarchists, tactics, the black 
bloc, etc. Unfortunately, many ac- 
tivists still seem unable to deal with 
the fact that we do not all share the 
same tactics and viewpoints. How- 
ever, that in no 
way means that iim 
we cannot work 
together, espe- 
cially in situa- 
tions, such as the 
Peltier

These recent events are yet 
another example of the police tactic 
that has come to be termed as 
“activist profiling.” Essentially, 
more “radical” elements of move- 
ments or demonstrations are pur- 
posefully targeted by the police, in 
most cases this has meant black 
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On Thursday December 7th 
and Friday December 8th Police Com- 
missioner John Timoney was in Bos- 
ton to take part in several panel discus- 
sions on the theme of “Police, Race, 
and Community” at the Harvard 
School of Government and was met 
with dozens of protestors, as well as 
stink bombs. 

On Friday, while Timoney 
was participating in a panel discussion 
along with Boston Police Commis- 
sioner Evans and the Cambridge Po- 
lice Commissioner he was repeatedly 
interrupted by people in a group of ap- 
proximately 35 who reproached the 
Philadelphia Police Department’s, and 
Commissioner Timoney’s, role in the 
fatal police shooting of Thomas Jones 
as well as the behavior of the Philadel- 
phia police department during the pro- 
tests against the Republican National 
Convention. 

During the protests over 400 
people were arrested, including several 
who have been charged with felonies.

PHILADELPHIA POLICE COMMISSIONER JOHN TIMONEY: 
TONGUE TIED, CONFUSED, AND BOMBED IN BOSTON 


One person, who was jailed for 10 
days following the protests, con- 
fronted Timoney about the wide- 
spread allegations of torture inside 
Philadelphia’s prisons, allegations to 
which Commissioner Timoney 
could respond only by looking the 
other way while saying, “that never 
happened.” 

In addition, during the 
question and answer session of the 
panel discussion several members of 
the audience asked Commissioner 
Timoney questions regarding Re- 
publican National Convention 
events as well as the police murder 
of Thomas Jones. However, when- 
ever faced with a direct question 
about these events, the most the 
Commissioner could muster up was, 
“I don’t understand the question.” 

The one exception to the 
rule was when a member of the au- 
dience asked why, of the over one 
dozen suggestions formally handed 























to the Philadelphia police department 
by citizen’s groups as to how to de- 
crease incidents of police brutality 
which lead to events such as the mur- 
der of Thomas Jones, the Commis- 
sioner responded by saying that while 
he was not familiar with that particular 
case he would like to point out that 
“incidents of police shootings are not 
as common as you make them out to 
be.” Interesting to note that, even 
though they are “uncommon,” е 
Commissioner is not familiar with one 
of the recent “few.” 

Afterwards, ап unidentified 
group of people followed the group of 
Police Commissioners as they headed 
to a dinner reception. Once there, stink 
bombs were thrown inside the room, in 
the hallway, and on the floor below, to 
further stress the point that in Boston, 
or wherever else he goes, Commis- 
sioner Timoney is not welcome.

well protected Tutti Bianche, attacked 
the police and the barricades with bricks, 
stones, and sticks, which were met by 
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batons and tear gas from the riot police. 

Five policemen were injured in 
the clashes and no details have been 
released as of yet as to injuries to dem- 
onstrators. 

Meanwhile, Haider, who has 
already made repeated anti-semitic 
statements and has expressed a liking 
for Nazism once again showed his 
strong anti-semitic tendencies. After 
being told that Jewish shopkeepers 
were turning off their store lights in 
protest, he responded by saying, “"If 
they want to save money on their elec- 
tric bills, let them do it.” No comment 
necessary.

A Statement from The Barricada Collective 
On the Anti-Sweatshop Protest at Niketown and the Gap 





A gathering of about a hun- 
dred anti-sweatshop protestors and 
activists met at the Gap and Nike- 
town stores located at the posh New- 
bury Street of Boston on December 
16th. 

In the hope of voicing their 
concern regarding the poor condi- 
tions of the workers of these two 
major clothing apparel companies, 
the protestors gave out fliers, 
chanted anti-sweatshop songs, 
blocked the entrance to the stores 
and conducted other forms of peace- 
ful demonstration. Braving the cold, 
they held out for a couple of hours at 
opposite ends of the street in an at- 
tempt to raise awareness among the 
numerous Christmas shoppers walk- 
ing up and down the street. While 
some people showed some interest 
and accepted fliers from the protest- 
ers, others simply eluded the crowd 
and entered the stores anyways. 

At one point several people 
in the crowd began to chant “What 
goes around, comes around; Let’s 
Burn Niketown to the Ground,” only 
to be met with a hail of insults and 
desperate cries to stop the chants. In 
addition, when the police arrived 












several of this same group began to 
chant “Sweatshop Army” in refer- 
ence to the police, and were again 
silenced. 

To further demonstrate the 
lack of a broader analysis that 
some single-issue activists have, 
one in the audience replied, “it’s 
not about the cops, it’s about the 
sweatshops,” before leading others 
in inviting police to join the pro- 
tests. The obvious question that 


one has to ask is, can we really 





work with such people? People 
who can’t even see the link be- 
tween capitalism and the repres- 
sive forces of the state, which is 
essentially what this boils down to. 
We aren’t saying yes or no, but be- 
lieve it is. something to be taken 
into account and considered. 

We understand that it may 
seem to many that we at Barricada 
are being redundant in our constant 
complaints over this, but we feel 
that there are several issues that 
cannot be stressed enough. 

First is the fact that a good 
deal of activists still feel that for 





some reason or another, they have 
the right to tell others what is and 
what isn’t acceptable at demonstra- 
tions. This sort of moral authori- 
tarianism should no longer be tol- 
erated by anti-authoritarians, and 
authoritarian pacifists should be 





shown that, just as we don’t tol- 
erate taking orders from cops or 
peacekeepers, we won’t tolerate 
taking orders from them. 

Secondly, we should 
begin to analyze the effective- 
ness of protests of this sort. 
This is not to say that rallies 
and gatherings as such are not 
effective, to the contrary, we 
firmly believe that they are. 
But if the people who attend 
them refuse to use our strength 
in numbers when we gather, 
even to the point of stopping 
others when they attempt to do 
so, then we might as well just 
distribute fliers whenever we 
feel the urge to, rather than tak- 
ing the effort to assemble large 
crowds. 

We at Barricada feel 
that if revolutionaries, anti- 
authoritarians, and other anti- 
capitalists begin to fall back 
into the age old rut of standing 
around holding signs now that 
the “movement” in the US is 
stronger than its been in years, 
we seriously run the risk of 
alienating people and falling 
back into the proverbial mar- 
gins of society. We mustn’t 
forget that direct action, means 
just that, it does not mean 
standing around with signs 
chastising others.

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Thousands of activists, rang- 
ing from reformist unionists, to paci- 
fists, to revolutionary unionists, to 
anarchists, to Basque radicals, filled 
the streets of Nice on December 6th 
and 7th in order to oppose the summit 
of European Union leaders and dem- 
onstrate in favor of a different future 
for Europe and the world. 

On Thursday, over 70,000 
people, primarily trade unionists from 
all over Europe, demonstrated against 
the so-called “European Charter of 
Rights,” which they deem to be an 
insufficient guarantor of basic rights. 
Among the 70,000 demonstrators was 
a 10,000 strong block of revolutionar- 
ies, mainly. revolutionary unionists, 
with delegations from the French 
CNT, the Spanish CGT, the German 
FAU, and other groups. 

While 70,000 people were 
demonstrating in Nice, Fortress 
Europe was keeping faithful to its true 
colors, showing that when they speak 
of pulling down barriers and removing 
borders, they are referring only to 
capital and its interests, not people, 
particularly not people with voices of 
dissent. 

On Thursday night, 2,000 
Italians, who had paid their train tick- 
ets and had all the necessary paper- 
-work to cross a border that theoreti- 
cally the Schengen accords have 
eliminated, were blocked by hundreds 
of Italian riot police at Vintimiglia. 
Negotiations between border authori- 
ties and the delegation of primarily 
Tutti Bianche ensued for over a day 
and a half, during which those 
blocked at the border had to sleep in 
the trains. Eventually it was decided 
to march to the French consulate. 
Once arriving they were greeted yet 
again with legions of riot police as 
well as clubs and tear gas. Fortu- 
nately the Tutti Bianche were well 
armed and able to resist. Eight peo-

ple, one with a broken shoulder, and 
five policemen were injured in the 
clashes. 

After the large union march 
in Nice a radical group of about 3,000 
broke off from the demonstration and 
headed to the train station to show 
solidarity with the Italian comrades, 
resulting in battles with police at the 
station. In addition, a group of twenty 
Spaniards who managed to sneak past 
the border in solidarity with the 
blocked Italians was not allowed back 
into France. Only after lengthy nego- 
tiations were they allowed to travel, 
under police escort, to Marseille. 
Once again, the freedom to circulate in 
Europe shows itself to be a farce. 

Meanwhile, already early Fri- 
day morning, the approximately 5,000 
revolutionaries who did not return 
home after the mainstream union dem- 
onstration were battling French riot 
police in Nice. This number would 
have been much larger, but the Free 
Train Initiatives were smashed by 
French riot police. Hundreds of dem- 
onstrators in Bordeaux, Paris, and 
Nantes, as well as other cities, who 
had been told that the train stations

would be free of ticket controllers 
were met by hundreds of riot police 
men blocking access to the trains. Sev 
eral people were arrested and severa 
were injured in the clashes betwee 
demonstrators and police that took 
place in cities across France. 

Those who did make it how 
ever were mainly from the reformis 
ATTAC, Basque radicals, the parlia 
mentary organizations Revolutiona 
Communist League and Worker’g 
Struggle, anarchists of all stripes, and 
Marxists of all stripes. The plan fos 
blocking the summit Friday morning 
discussed the night before at the large 
gymnasium occupied by demonstrators. 
involved organizing two separate 
blocks to converge on the “Acropolis’ 
fortress where the EU leaders werd 
meeting, each coming from an opposite 
direction. 

The blocs began forming а 
around 7 a.m. By the time the demon 
strators reached the police barricades i 
became obvious that given the weak 
numbers of the riot police who stood 
behind the metal barricades their de 
fense plan consisted of vast amounts o

tear gas and rubber bullets. The main 
charge on the police barricades, which 
was however only one of several, was 
carried out by the security services of the 
Revolutionary Communist League with 
the support of anarchists and Basque 
radicals. Unfortunately the charges were 
halted by the heavy tear gas clouds on 
the way. 

After several charges back and 
forth demonstrators began to disperse 
into smaller groups, essentially abandon- 
ing the idea of blocking the summit, but 
turning their attention to banks and mul- 
tinationals in the vicinity, as well as scat- 
tered groups of police. This resulted in 
dozens of injured policemen, as well as a 
great deal of shattered windows of car 
dealerships, temp agencies, and the like. 
In addition, a branch of the National 
Bank of Paris was set on fire. Some 
more experienced groups of demonstra- 
tors began to build barricades, but none 
were held very long as the idea was to 
remain mobile. 

By the mid afternoon things 
had settled down once again with most 
of the demonstrators regrouping at the 
occupied gymnasium. There it was 
learned that some demonstrators who 
had been arrested were being held at the 
police station which was only a few hun- 
dred meters away. A solidarity demo set 
out for the police station, only to be met 
with tear gas grenades even before arriv- 
ing. 

Following this the police sur- 
rounded the gymnasium, trapping about 
3,000 people inside and dispersing an- 
other 500 who were outside with the 
help of a water cannon. This was essen- 
tially the last major confrontation of the 
summit, as that same night most demon- 
strators returned home, with some going 
to Monaco for a protest against tax ha- 
vens. 

Unfortunately the Nice mobili- 
zation was not the success it had been 
hoped it would have been, for a variety 
of reasons. First, and most likely most 
important, is the fact that the state re- 
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pression went into effect before the dem- 
onstrations even started with the repres- 
sion of the free train initiatives and the 
blocking of the 2,000 Italian demonstra- 
tors at the French border. This probably 
cost the blockading effort at least 3,000 
people, if not more, and that is no small 
number. 

Secondly, the fact that the 
mainstream unions chose to fill the 
streets and then leave the night before 
the beginning of the summit. While no- 
body expected them to participate in the 
blockade, it would be fair to assume that 
had they still been there a lot of rank and 
file militants would have participated 
and helped to swell the ranks of the 
blockade. 

Finally, from what people who 
were in Nice are commenting it is be- 
coming fairly evident that the organiza- 
tional aspect of the mobilization was 
somewhat lacking. Only one meeting 
place, no secondary rallying points in 
case of dispersal, conflicts between or- 
ganizations and strategies, and the likes. 

However, it would not be fair 
to say that the mobilizations were a fail- 
ure, by any means. It was a great exam- 
ple of revolutionaries putting aside their 


differences апа 
acting together for a common cause, 
and the sight of anarchists, Basque 
radicals, and Marxists together on the 
battlefield is one those who where 
there will not soon forget. In addi- 
tion, thousands of dollars of damage 
were inflicted on capitalists, and the 
world’s leaders, in this case Europe, 
were once again shown that every- 
where they go they will need an 
army of policemen to protec 
them. And when we talk of creat- 
ing an atmosphere ideal for class 
war and making the enemies o 
the people feel unsafe, rest as- 
sured that, apart from the every 
day acts of class warfare, events 
like Nice and Prague are what we 
are referring to.

It seemed old divisions might 
spring up and complicate matters. Tension 
between Palestinian support groups and the 
Jewish Defense League were expected, but 
barely surfaced and were dealt with quickly.

view it as, because the result of this 
is that people who trust the mass 
media also tend to feel the need to 
pander to the mass media. This re- 
sults in changing tactics, focuses, 
and words, all in order to attract, or 
at least not scare off, the mass me- 
dia. Yet, the most dangerous conse- 
quence of this line of thinking is that 
in many cases, it leads to the divi- 
sion of movements, as media 
friendly elements often seek to dis- 
tance themselves from movements 
that, for one reason or another, they 
believe will earn them bad press. 


It is time that people real- 
ize that we have absolutely nothing 
to gain from pandering to the mass 
media, as they are inherently our 
class enemies. They have never, 
and will never, give positive and ac- 
curate coverage to movements that 
challenge their livelihoods and those 








































they serve. The truth is that the 
mainstream media today is not 
there to tell objective truths but to 
sell, maximize profits, and serve as 
mouthpiece for the status quo. It is 
for that precise reason that we 
must not only continue to work on 
developing independent media out- 
lets, such as the Independent Me- 
dia Centers for example, or any 
other independent revolutionary 
outlets, but also begin to see the 
mainstream media as the enemy 
that it is, and treat it with the same 
contempt we treat other pillars of 
the society we are so opposed to.

UNITED ANTI-AUTHORITARIAN BLOC AGAINST THE PRESIDENTIAL INAUGURATION 





























The “Revolutionary Anti-Authoritarian Bloc” plans to take part in a variety of actions during inauguration 
day. For a variety of reasons, we cannot at this time disclose the details for all the events planned for the course of 
January 20th. For the moment the initial assembly point is around the large Class War banner that will be at Penn- 
sylvania Avenue and 14th St. NW. However, amongst other things, there is currently talk of a march which will 
start earlier than the International Action Center March. This is however not yet confirmed. Therefore, for regular 
updates on this as well as other events please send a request to be subscribed to the Barricada e-mail list to barri- 
cadacollective@hotmail.com or check the Inaugurauction website at www. inaugurauction.org 


Also, we would like to take this opportunity to make it clear that the decision to march at the IAC march 
does not represent an endorsement of the IAC. We are simply choosing to use the IAC march as the initial assembly 
point for the bloc because of issues of safety and convenience, as the IAC meeting location will be legal and 
crowded. We will however be an independent bloc with our own banner and our own revindications. During the 
course of the march “For Class War, For a Classless, Stateless Society,” information about the rest of the days 
events will be distributed through fliers and word of mouth. 


Needless to say, Washington on January 20th will be a city swamped with all the branches of the repressive 
forces of the state, including over 4,000 policemen. Therefore, we are providing some information that we feel it is 


important for people to have in order to minimize the risk of unwanted run-ins with police and to help those who 
come to Washington for this day. i 


-There will be what is being termed a “Hub,” for meeting during the day, although not necessarily a convergence 
center. Again, for the address once it is available, contact Barricada or Inaugurauction. 


-Groups of 25 people or less do not need a permit to demonstrate along the inaugural parade route. Inaugurauction 
intends to eventually disperse into groups of 25 or less along the parade route and have a presence by being spread 
out around the city. The bloc will decide, through consensus decision making when the time comes, what direction 
to take once the march has ended. However, it is important that people who intend to come in “black bloc” are 
dressed in a manner that would make it at least to some extent feasible to mix in with the crowd. For example, 


patches and easily identifiable pieces of clothing are not suggested. This is always the case, but even more so for 
January 20th. 


-Banners and flags our obviously suggested and welcome, but they may become a nuisance later in the day if you do 


not have a place to leave them and they are large and/or heavy. Therefore, think about whether you want to have 
them with you or not. 


-A legal team is in place in case it comes to be needed on the 20th. Unfortunately, the exact phone number that peo- 


ple need to have on them in case of an emergency is not yet available. Once more, for information as soon as it be- 
comes available, contact us or Inaugurauction.

Society.” We are not calling for any particular tactics, simply for revolutionary anti-authoritarians to come pre- 


pared to march on the Presidential Inauguration and for a festival of resistance, struggle, and revolutionary alterna- 
tives to the capitalist system. 


It will take a lot of work to make this mobilization a success and a show of force for the North American 
revolutionary movement. If you wish to help make the January 20th initiative succeed , spread the word, organize 
caravans to Washington, copy and distribute this call, make banners and flags, keep in touch as details of the mo- 
bilization become available, contact us to endorse the call, and come to Washington on January 20th ready for a 
festival of resistance.
